best rice -fields in North America. 
The water of tides Is either entirely 
fresh or very slightly brackish; It 
may easily be let in upon the field 
nt flood and drawn off at obb. Those 
Tulares, us the 
Callfornlans 
call 


thosn thousand Islcn nnd thoce great 
rush wastes, will, it Is believed, bo 
the only rlco fields of any value on 
tho Pacific const of the continent." 


\Vhat a prohpecy this was. 
It is 


not quito correct, for rice la grow- 
ing extensively in Louisiana, and In 
cthor portions of California. 
In tho 


mar?h land of the .Sacramento and 
San Jo.aquln rivers, however, the 
great rice fields of the state 
are

ripening. . In many parts of Cali- 
fornia thla Is accomplished to per- 
' fectlon. 
In the year 1908, about ^ 


thirty thousand carloads of oranges 
and lemons were shipped from Cali- 
fornia, and no estimate Is made of 
the millions of oranges eaten by the 
inhabitants of the state.

How to Dry 
War Garden 
Corn 


Corn is one ot Iho easiest vegetable* 


to dry. Select 
young, 
lender 
corn, 


froaiily gathered. 
Remove husks and 


silk and blanch on the cob eight min- 
utes—live minutes for vc<ry ,small and 
ten for very large ears. This blanching 
sets the milk. A teaspoonful of sail to 
a gallon of water somewhat Improves 
the flavor. Cold dip, drain, and with a 
sharp knife cut oft kernels. Take care 
not to cut chaff with corn. The bit of 
corn left on cob after cutting may bo 
scraped off with blunt edge of knife, 
so that no'ne may be wasted. Sun dried 
corn is considered delicious, very likely 
because it Is not over-heated In drying; 
but corn dried by artificial heat is ex- 
cellent. Spread On trays In thin layer 
over a single thickness of paper on thin 
muslin. 
Start at HO degrees P. and 


raise gradually to 145 degrees F. It may- 
be dried In four hours. 
In using field 


corn it should be taken at the roast- 
ing-ear period 
of ripeness. • The ears 


should be plump. To prepare for sun 
drying, corn may be heated In the ovon 
for ten to fifteen minutes, then put in 
tha sun. After the sun drying Is com- 
plete, the corn should be honied to Ha 
degrees p. to kill possible insect eggs. 
A dozen sooa sized ears will yield about 
a pound of corn. 


WAYS TO CAN YOUR 


CARROTS AND PARSNIPS 


How to can carrots and parsnips: 
Can carrots for winter. Incidentally 


you will be -savins on iron tonics for 
your blood In tho spring. Cut oft all but 
an Inch of the stems. 
Wash 
well, 


scrubbing if necessary, and grsrfj' for 
size, and color. Blanch live minutes and 
cold dip. Cut off the stems and scrape 
ofT skin. Carrots may be canned who o. 
llore mature ones may also be packed 
whole, placing large cud and small end 
alternately, but more jars will be re- 
quired for a given 
quantity 
than if 


sliced, and besides they would probably 
bo cut anyway for table use. Pack to 
within one Inch of the opening of the 
jar. Then pace on rubber, 
add one 


level teaspoon of salt lo eurh .quart, 
cover carrots with boiling water anil 
put on top. Adjust top bail or yciew on 
top with thumb and liitle linger. Ster- 
ilize 00 minutes in hot water hath, SO 
minutes i;i water, sea! outfit, CO mimue.t 
at llvo to ten pounds steam pressure. 
Remove, sea! tight and rool. Can par- 
snips In the same way, grading as to 
size and rutting in small pieces a f t e r 
scraping off the skin. Do not remove 
skin before b'anchinp. Clancti and ster- 
ilize the same as for carrots,—S'ftl. War 
Garden Com., Washington. D. C.

Tho full history o£ Rob- 
oft Buchanan'a "Life of Audubon" 
la given and his perverse and disas- 
trous use of the manuscript, orig- 
inally written by tho Rev. Chnrlua 
Coffin Adams oC New Vork'and Mrs.

Auditorium, it is announced at the Stale 
University- Ideals common to tho Allied 


• nations will be contrasted with the pur- . 


poses and institutions of. the central 
powers. The ideals of the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Russia, Italy and 
Japsn will be contrasted with concep- 
tions of the state held by Germany and 
Austria-Hungary. 


The following statement regarding the 


course 'of nine lectures is authorized 
by the university authorities: 


"There is a deep conviction among 


the nations leagued against Germany 
that the war is being waged 10 safe- 
guard the ideals which they have in 
common. On the other hand tho gen- 
eral public is more Impressed 'oy their

differences than 
by 
the 


fundamental principles that untie them. 
For instance, the essential democracy of 
such nations as Great Britain and Italy 
is not usually realized by the public at 
large.

had to put it on while It was still 
damp. 
Colds were naturally 
un- 


avoidable. 
The 
medical 
attention 


given us was absurd. The crazy col- 
onel himself made a point of being 
present at almost all medical exami- 
nations, and completely dominated 
the physicians, who cringed before 
him. 
He was fond o£ saying that 


only the lazy ones pretended to be 
ill, that the camp itself was the beat 
sanitorium, and hard work the best 
cure-all.

In spite of his brutality, the col- 


onel had his 
sentimental streaks. 


The following anecdote is illustra- 
tive. A Frenchman, 70 years of age, 
was occupied In paving "the street of 
the camp. 
The colonel passed by. 


and, aa the old fellow did not seem 
to him 
to be working 
diligently 


enough, he stepped up and gave him 
a tremendous box on the ear. 
The 


poor old man said nothing, but took 
out of his pocket a little certificate, 
from which It appeared that he was 
ill and 
only capable of a small 


amount of work. 
The colonel was 


much moved, almost to the point of 
tears. 
He gave the o!d man eight 


days of exemption from all labor. 
But that wag rather cold comfort. 


Camp Holzminden was freo.uently 


visited by General Haehnisch and 
other officials. 
However, they never 


looked at the prisoner's quarters * ex- 
cept in tho most perfunctory way. 
They merely strutted through the bar- 
racks, watched the laborers at work, 
and then directed all their attention 
to the camp pigs. 
These pigs, the 


especial interest of Colonel Callus, 
were royally treated in their pens, 
and certitiniy ied a'much happier life 
than the prisoners, until they were 
slaughtered for the officers' mess. 


Even the women are not spared, 


lately conditions have become still 
worse, I am told. 
The women are 


now forced to do nil sorts oC bur- 
densome things. 
For Instance, they 


are put at braiding and unbraidlng 
fish nets, and the only purpose of the 
taskmasters seems to be to make 


their fingers sore. Every Sunday, a 
wterd walk la undertaken, to a wood 
about six kilometers away, 
from 


which they bring back wood On their 
backs. Hundreds of men and women 
are put at this work every Sunday, 
although It could easily be done by 
a wagon and two horses. 
In fact, 


the- biggest part of the labor de- 
manded of the prisoners Is almost 
wholly unproductive, and serves no 
purpose save to torture. 
If any of 


them dare to complain, they are sub- 
jected to certain peculiar punish- 
ments, of which the most frequent 
Is confinement in an extraordinary 
cell called tho "bug; room," a. place 
filled with old straw mattresses and 
sacks, which simply swarm wiUi ver- 
min and lice. 


For some unknown reason, there 


had been no shootings In Camp Holz- 
minden when I last heard. 
In a 


nearby camp at Binerbach, I well re- 
member 
of 
tho- shooting- 
of 
an 


eighteen-year-old French lad, in the 
summer of 1917. 
Hecause he for aja 


Instant stopped work, his guard, », 
stupid, half Insane fellow, pointed 
his weapon at htm and fired. The" 
whole garrison was highly Incensed 
by the killing-. 
But when the gen- 


eral was told ot it, he came to seo 
the guard, slapped him on the shoul- 
der, and said: "You did your duty!" 
Shortly afterward, the guard, received 
a promotion. 


Among the prisoners, none were 


more, badly treated than the group 
of young Russian students, ot which 
I wag one. Their moral and physi- 
cal sufferings were hardly to be de- 
picted. 
For four years they have 


been shut out of the world. 
Their 


priceless, 
splendid years of youth 


have flown by. Joy, health, strength 
and education have been denied to 
them. 
The war relief organizations 


would undertake a great and won- 
derful work of brotherhood if they 
could obtain the release of these 
wholly innocent war captives, by put- 
ting the matter before the proper 
authorities.

flicted with scurvy can in time over- 
come it after the diet has been cor- 
rected. 
Strictly fresh food should 


be given, among which the Juices of 
meat for children over a, year old 
P'ays a, part as a preventive and 
cure. 


Fresh vegetables are excellent for 


both adults and children. 
Suitable 


vegetables, however, are rare, be- 
cause the ailment Is largely confined 
to children between. 6 and 18 months 
old.

The juice of grapes and the pulp 


of apples may also be given to chil- 
dren affected 
by scurvy, but tho 


juice of orange is preferable. If the 
juices of fruit cannot b'e obtained, 
fresh vegetables, such as carrots or 
potatoes, cooked in beef soup, may 
do much to add to the value of the 
soup even

A very well cooked 


potato beaten up thoroughly iirmllk 
will also be found a good diet suited 
to this purpose.

watch, knife and fountain pen, every 
bit of which was turned over to my 
wife when I left the hospital, even.

DRIVERS ACCOMMODATING 


Tho correspondent engaged a chauf- 


feur to haul him and his baggage to a 
hotel, and then discovered that he did 
not have- enough Prench money to pay 
the bill. l!c had KugUsh monoy, but 
the ch.tiiff.eur would not take that. It 
suddenly occurred to tho correspondent 
that be had a draft on a Paris bank 
for jilenty of money, 
so he told the 


chauffeur he would keep the taxi and 
asked him to drive him to the bank. It 
was I o'clock In the afternoon, and all 
the Paris banks close between noon and 
2 o'clock every day. The correspondent 
could talk no French nnd tho situation 
was becoming very serious. 


After trying to make tho chauffeur 


understand that worthy disappeared In- 
to a cafe and brought a man who could 
speak a bit of English. When tho situa- 
tion was explained to the chauffeur, lo 
and behold. If this peril of Paris Uid 
not pull fifty francs out of his pocket 
and give It all to the correspondent as 
a loan so the correspondent might have 
something- to eat. The chauffeur re- 
turned 
to tho hotel shortly after -, 


took the correspondent to the bank and 
the loan was repaid. 


By reason of the regulations of tho 


Bovernment, each taxicab Is permitted 
to use only six liters, or about a gallon 
and a half, of gasoline each (lay. I am 
informed that the chauffeur can make 
this run him about fifty miles by mix- 
ing In kerosene and other ingredients. 
He is also very careful not to let his 
motor run idle.

I N C R E A S E IN RATES 


In order to overcome the. fuel short- 


age difficulty the French have been ex- 
erting themselves 
in many Inventive 


waya. Tho latest of these la the gas 
car. This car appeared on the streets of 
Paris only a month for the first time, 
in public service. On top of tha "voi- 
ture" or vehicle was a largo tank sur- 
mounted by a rubber envelope of con- 
siderable size. The envelope contained 
gas, much like, the Illuminating variety, 
which was fed lo a. special motor. Tho 
experiment, according to l.e Temple was 
very satisfactory. 


The cost- of operating the ta.xic.iba re- 


cently compelled Hie directors of all 
companies to confer and agree to raise

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Modern Motor Transmissions 
Many Types Prove Efficient 


There has been considerable argu- 


ment from time to time as to which 
mechanical unit in the modern motor 
car chassis Is the most backward, the 
most lacking in consistent development. 
There may be different opinions un the 
subject, but no commentator could deny 
tho transmission a. foremost place in 
the company of undesirables. 


The engineers themselves 
acknowl- 


edge that '.ho t'ransmlKSioii of 
today, 


while It servos its purpose fairly well, 
Is at best a. stop-gnp, filling a vital need 
until we can get something better. One 
of the most' distinguished automobile 
engineers 1u America once called tho 
conventional 
transmission 
"Ifcifbarotis 


engineering." 
The present types of 


gearset lack tho simplicity, of operation 
that should characterize really effective 
mechanical units. That Is to say, they 
perform the object for which they are 
Installed, but they accomplish it with a 
tremendous expenditure of effort In pro- 
portion to their accomplishment'. 


Tho function of the transmission or 


gearset Is to change the 
tractive ef- 


fort nt the rear wheels in proportion to 
the needs of operation. 
It Is by means 


of the transmission that the rear wheels 
are Induced to run slowly while the en- 
gine is running fast, etc. This control 
of (he tractive effort is accomplished 
through the meshtng of different sots 
of gears, which are contained In an ap- 
propriate cover or bousing. 
In opera- 


tions the posver is generated In tlie en- 
gine, passes back through tho clutch, 
which delivers It to a shaft, which la 
part of tho 
transmission unit. 
This 


shaft embodies a certain number 
oC 


gears, which may be shifted into or out 
of mesh with other gears mounted ou 
what is known as a countershaft. Tbeso 
gears have varying numbers of teelh, 
which condition produces the changes 
In tractive effort which it is the gear- 
set's business In life, to supply. 


This is an outlines description of tha 


modern sliding selective transmission, 
which was first Introduced by Panbard 


Lavasgor in tho early days of the au- 


tomobile era and which in spite of ita 
obvious shortcomings has never been 
supplanted and 
Irj the type In general 


use today.

SLIDING DEVICE. 


AVhllo the sliding selective gearset, as 


described, is the predominant type In 
the field, there are other forms of trans- 
missions In use. There is the planetary 
gearset, t.whlch is used in the Ford car, 
and consequently on tho score o£ mcro 
numbers is an important factor in the 
situation. 
The 
friction gearset. once 


popular, is not used -today; and the 
magnetic transmission Is used on but 
few high pi-Iced vehicles because of its 
costliness. 
In the truck field we find 


the constant mesh selective searset in 
considerable use, but this typo has not 
made any headway In the passenger car 
field. If we add to this tho direct con- 
nected 
transmission 
as 
used 
In the 


steamer wo have completed tho list. 
The reader will note that of the types 
mentioned onjy the conventional sliding 
selective and the planetary as used in 
the Ford are employed In modern auto- 
mobile design. 


It is rather remarkable that the ono 


type of transmission that may 
lay 


claim to really satisfactory simplicity of 
operation, the friction set, has passed 
out of use altogether. 
The friction set 


consists- of Uvo discs at right angles to 
each other. . One of theso is driven by 
tho engine nnd is 
usually of copper, 


while the other is of some sort of fibre, 
composition and la mounted on a shaft 
extending across the frame and con- 
nected 
with tho driving wheels by 


means of chains. 
In 
operation this 


driven disc is brought Into contact with 
the driving disc and the rate, of speed 
Is determined by its distance from tha 
center of the latter. The failure of tho 
friction transmission was deu primarily 
to inability to stand up to heavy work. 
It was early discarded for heavy duty 
and has now passed on even for light 
car construction. The friction set has 
tho great advantage of bcltiff cheap to 
make, nnd from the driver's point of 
view it has tho virtue of 
giving a 


theoretically limitless number of spneds. 


The planetary gearset la also a cheap 


form of construction and consists of a 
group of spur gears always In mesh 
with a master 01- sun gear. This forms 
a rough likeness to the solar system, 
with the smi In the center nnd 
the 


planets revolving around it. hence the 
nnmo. 
In ncllon the gears are forced 


to revolve on cnch other. 
This is ac- 


complished by stopping the movement 
nf rlio parts supporting the gears, which 
Is done by meruia of a sort of brake. 
When the penrsct ij, in-high It revolves

•while systematic tare of l-he coarset will 
probably keep it going dtirlng the dif- 
ficult period of tho war. 
, As to the future of tho transmission, 
U is hard to say what will happen 
pad as present types are, them is noth- 
ing- In sight to take their piaces. Tho 
magnetic jrenrset has great advantages 
ili they arp sained sit the expense of 
added cpmpllcatlons, creator wolghe mid 
very much greater coat In construction 
The beautifully simple friction Bet gives 
no promise of eornins? back in a more 
satisfactory form. 
One ray of light has 


appeared on the horizon In the shape 
of an hydraulic transmission, and while 
ttiis Is still In embryo, there la a pos- 
sibility thnt it may be the prevailing 
typo of the future. 
At any rate our 
engineers are certainly not going- to 
let the present' crude gcnrset remain 
' In power" vary long after they K0t 
down to work again when tho Hohen- 
ucllern devil has been exercised for all' 
time.

The very crudity ot the conventional 


sliding selective gearset, with Its par- 
allel shafts and gears slipping into and 
out of mesh while the shafts aro re- 
volving at; high speed, ought to aup- 
sest to the car owner certain obvious 
facts. 
These facts are tho need for 


reasonable handling 
In operation 
and 


careful maintenance of such a much 
abused 
piece of mechanism. 
If *3 


gearset is to run without growling and j 
clashing of gears the shafts must be j 
perfectly parallel so that the gears will 
mesh accurately. 
When the shafts get 


out of allngnment, whether it Is because 
of tho shafts themselves, there will be 
clashing of the gears until the condi- 
tion Is remedied or until tho-teeth have | 
chipped, 
tlie gears have broken or 


something else has happened to make 
repairs Imperative. 
It frequently hap- 


pens that tho rear crankshaft bearing 
may not be an accurate flf, and this 
throws out one of the transmission 
gears and causes a binding. 
AVhen 


once misalignment occurs In the trans- 
mission there Is no help short of re- 
placement of the part or re-establish- 
ment of proper allg-nment if the parts 
are uninjured. 
It often happens that 


a car owner may replace gears that 
have become noisy only to find the new 
set just as bad. This is because the 
shafts are out of line and' no gears 
will perform properly until tho condi- 
tion has been corrected.

It occupies a conspicuous place on every club calendar, 


on every program of every-conference of women's organiza- 
tions, and yet three years ago the word did not exist for many 


of us—since the need had not been felt either for the word or for the state 
of mind and spirit which it expresses. 


Now we are beginning to know that it is a symbol of our greatest need. 
The war has given us a national consciousness. 
We were accused of 


being boasters and rnoney-lovers—of lacking the courage to fight. '

practical people, and it is with joy 
that we find that our mon will 
and 
our wornou 
work, that 


money continues to pour into the 
coffers of the government, >ant! that 
the courage and the Idealism that 
founded our country are not dead, 
but—let us say—wore mislaid for 
the moment, in the. stress, not of 
living, for living was soft for most 
of us, hut of trying to enjoy to the 
fullest the freedom those founders 
gave us. 


Jt is that ivo may in some meas- 


ure try to reach the heights of self- 
sacrifice attained by some of our 
uliloH that Americani/atlon has he- 
come an idea, or rather the endow- 
ing of an idea upon a whole nation. 


Americanization is not only teach- 


ing the foreigner -who comes to our 
shores our language and our cus- 
toms—lor his customs are often as 
eood as ours, and hi.s language Is the 
only bar to our realization that his 
ideals are what ours ought to be, 
and v.-liat he thinks are ours. 


Americanization Is not an 
aca- 


demic subject, to be discussed in 
Ic-cture and essay; it is a reawaken- 
ing of a people; a re-living of -the 
principles for which George Wash- 
ington fought; 
a. re-living of the 


democracy which Thomas Jefferson 
.epitomized and finishing the work of 
them both.

Education of Oakland had appointed 
two home teachers, Miss Irma I-ove 
and Miss Kdilh Swayne.

go round—enough, "perhaps, so that 
as one boy expressed it, "they are 
always slipping through tho dark 
somewhere," bul not enough lo do 
the things that are needed by these 
lonely, frightened children. 


Sometimes, says Mrs. Hunt, she 


comes across hoys who tell her that 
they aro from Oakland, California, 
and Ihen, of course, the comforting 
and the mothering becomes as real 
as if Lney were her own. 
At the 


canleen, loo, where workers are so 
badly needed, she straightens 
out 


Iho troubles of tho boys who come 
to hc-r—troubles that would never be 
Iroubles to Ihese great, strapping 
fellows at home, but which loom 
large In a foreign land. The canteen 
worker regards nothing as trivia!, 
just as when Jimmle Snook of Oak-

search of it, they have formed the habit of breed- 
ing here. 
Gourmets Disappointed 


Gourmets who have been taking account of 


the-rice-duck imbroglio and imagining that one 
of the results might be a roast bird that would 
not taste of the cost-—which at the first-class 
cafes in season is §2 up—were encouraged by the 
first few lines of a piece that appeared in the' 
news columns Wednesday, to the effect that a 
wire had been received from Washington per- 
mitting (he .shooting of ducks in the rice fields 
of Unite, Colusa, Glenn, Butter, Yolo and Yubn 
counties. 
This permission holds good till the 


lath, when the open season commences under the 
state law. Only rice farmers, their families and 
employees may shoot tinder this permission, and 
they must shoot in open field. The gourmet's 
rising appetite will be subdued, however, by the 
further stipulation that the slaughtered birds 
must not be spld or given away, except to a 
hospital or a charitable institution. 
He wit!, 


therefore, have to be sick and get himself im- 
mured in a sanitarium, or go to the poorhousc, 
to get a taste of duck under this arrangement. 
Those who are otherwise interested will read with 
•apt attention the announcement: t h a t this rulinaj 
is the result of six weeks investigation by Dr. 
H. C. Bryant of the State University, who went 
uj) to the rice fields^as economic ornitbologi.sr, 
arid of Alexander Wetmore, of the Biological 
Survey. Taking into account the weighty consid- 
eration given the subject, the result seems to be 
atrophied. Why, after shooting the birds, eco- 
nomical disposal of them cannot be permitted at 
n time when everything eatable is being con- 
served, is something that not only ihe gourmet 
but the plain person without a supersensitiye 
palate is likely to be unable to see. It should 
be said in justice to Dr. Bryant, however, that 
in all probability he simply turned in a report, 
and had nothing to do in fixing the wierd regula- 
tion of the disposal of the dead birds. That bears 
evidence of being evolved from those, official 
realms whence emanate so many incomprehensible 
rules and regulations, not only regarding these 
but other matters in which people of the land 
are interested. 
The City As a Defendant 


There is by no means a disposition among at- 


torneys to dismiss as a light matter the action

Celebrated Case Recalled 


The announcement t h a i Ihe City Attorney will 


begin suit against Samuel G. Murphy to recover 
tlte sum of ?SO,000, claimed as the balance of a" 
sum left by the late Honora Sliarpc as a city 
bequest, recalls a number of persons who figured 
prominently in the history of San Francisco, as 
well as a celebrated suit at law that dragged 
through the courts for many years. C-eorge F. and 
William If. Sharpe were very prominent and suc- 
cessful attorneys of the earlier times. George F. 
Sharpc preceded bis wife, Jlonora, (o the grave by 
at least twenty years. The latter died some ten 
.years ago, leaving an estate that approximated 
half a million. 
It seems that she left some two 


hundred thousand dollars for the purpose of erect- 
ing memorial gales at (he panhandle entrance to 
Golden Gate Park. This was left hi such a man- 
ner, ostensibly to avoid inhibitions of the law as 
to the proportions of bequests that might be left 
for charitable .purposes, that it was much involved. 
She did not seem Io want any of her relatives to 
participate in her estate, but they sued to break 
the will, and long and expensive litigation ensued. 
Murphy i.s a trustee and the residuary legatee, 
presumably to carry out some of the objects that 
were desired, but which could not be specifically 
provided for in a will. It is now claimed Unit he 
has not turned over moneys intended for' the 
park gates. Murphy for many roars was the presi- 
dent of the First National Bank. His friends do 
not understand^ fhe complication in this matter, 
but surmise that owing to the litigation over the, 
estate, and, the long time it was in probate, 
expenses absorbed a good deal of it, until there is 
not sufficient to meet the bequest.

means and high commercial standing, is f a i l i n g in 
bis duty as a trustee of an estate.

Americanizing Our Music 


The Musical .Monitor, official organ of the
